(a) EXTENSION.—With respect to any employee in 4

fire protection activities (as that term is defined in section 5

8143b(b)(1) of title 5, United States Code, as added by 6

section 2 of this Act), section 4001 of the American Res-7

cue Plan Act of 2021 (Public Law 117–2) shall be ap-8

plied— 9

(1) in subsection (a) of such section, by sub-10

stituting ‘‘December 31, 2023’’ for ‘‘September 30, 11

2022’’; and 12

(2) in subsection (c)(1) of such section, by sub-13

stituting ‘‘December 31, 2022’’ for ‘‘September 30, 14

2021’’. 15

(b) APPLICATION.—The extension of emergency paid 16

leave under subsection (a) shall apply— 17

ties who is an employee as described under sub-2

section (d) of section 4001 of the American Rescue 3

  3. Extension of Covid-19 emergency paid leave for employees in fire protection activities 
  (a) Extension With respect to any employee in fire protection activities (as that term is defined in section 8143b(b)(1) of title 5, United States Code, as added by section 2 of this Act), section 4001 of the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 (Public Law 117–2) shall be applied— 
  (1) in subsection (a) of such section, by substituting  December 31, 2023 for  September 30, 2022; and 
  (2) in subsection (c)(1) of such section, by substituting  December 31, 2022 for  September 30, 2021. 
  (b) Application The extension of emergency paid leave under subsection (a) shall apply—
  (1) only to an employee in fire protection activities who is an employee as described under subsection (d) of section 4001 of the American Rescue Plan Act of 2021 (Public Law 117–2); and
  (2) to any leave taken under such section 4001 by an employee in fire protection activities during the period beginning on October 1, 2021, and ending on December 31, 2022, subject to the terms and conditions of such section.
